French Duels. 

Pistol dueling in France is not quite 
no harmless as the encounter between 
(leneral Boulanger and iiaron de I.ar- 
einty alight lead [icople to sii]ipose. A 
few of the most remarkable case« are 
worth mentioning. In 17 !)U two liery 
royal ists, M. de Bouijle and die Count 
do Latour d'Auvergne, quarrelled 
about a trille met, and the latter wus 
killed on tho 6pot. In 1802 General 
Reguier, who bad a long Handing feud 
with General Deataillg, at length called 
him out and shot him through the 
heart. Some ytars later another niili- 
laiv duel was fought by Generals 
Oruaiio and Bonnet; liotb were wound- 
ed, hut lionnet oweti his li£o to a 5 
franc piece in his waistcoat pocket, 
which deadened the bullet. Under the 
July monarchy, General Buges insult- 
ed jjeputy Dulong, and, beina chal- 
lenged, lodged a ball in his opponent's 
aye, death following a few minutes 
ftfC**r. In the famous encounter bet ween 
Emil de Girardin and Armand Oarrel, 
both were wounded; Carrel received a 
bullet in his groin and died from it. In 
1842 General Levasseur exchanged 
idiots with Commandant Axrighi, aDd 
the latter fell mortally wounded in the 
lung. Another fatal duel occurred in 
1845; -M. Dujarier, a newspaper pro- 
prietor, called out M. de Beau. va lion, 
who shot his antagonist in the bead; 
Beauvallon was accused of foul play 
and sentenced to eight years' imprison- 
ment. A duel similar to the Boulanger- 
Lareinty affair took place between the 
celebrated General Foy and M. de Cor- 
day. It arose out of a quarrel in the 
chamber. The general who had the 
right to tire first, discharged his weap- 
on the air; bis opponent did likewise, 
and the couple shook hands. In the 
duol between Gambetta and M. de 
Fourtou, although the former had only 
one eye and the latter wits almost as 
blind as a bat, the result was within 
an ace of being fatal, tho bullet of 
Canibetta whistling near the brain of 
his adversary.

THE USE OF OIL ON THE SEA. 

The practice of using oil as h uioius ot 
subduing the violence of heavy Heas is ex- 
tending. This practice should be encour- 
aged. Tbo instances are now suffloiently 
numerous to warrant the assertion that no 
shipmaster has douo bin duty who doen uot 
use oil to prevent "combers" from 
striking his vessel. At times tbo oil may 
fail to be of value. The obances, howover, 
are almost all iu its favor. It ie unnflcss- 
sary to point to tbo many cases iu whioh it 
has been UHed with the greatest success. 
Among the many lately we need only ubo 
that in the case of the steamship Werra iu 
order to convince Ibeso doubting Thomases 
who are still incredulous uu to the great 
value claimed for oil ub a preventive of 
casualties. Captain Trout, of the British 
steamer Venetian, which recently picked 
up at sea and towed into Boston tbo dis- 
ubled (German steamer Werra, says '.hat on 
the evening ot August 3 a strong W. N. \V, 
gale prevailed, aud heavy seas wore con- 
stantly breaking over Ibe bow of the 
Werra, endan.ering the low lines aud 
threatening the loss of the tow. Cap- 
tain Trout caused an oil bag to bo 
hung from each side of the Venetian and 
towed some distance astern, with tho in- 
etiuit result of eiunulhiDg the Bea about 
the diaabled bhip The captain and offi- 
cers of tho Wen a gathered on tho fore 
castle and tried to make out w hat the Ven- 
etian waa d.'tng to accomplish bucIi grati- 
fying results The next morning signals 
wore exchanged on tile subject, the Wer- 
ra reporting that after the oil baij.i wero 
hung out the vessel made much better 
weather, not a drop of water broke on 
board, and the ship was in all respects 
int. re comfortable. This is simply addi- 
tional evidence ot the wonderful efficacy 
of oil in reducing tho turbulence of the 
heavy seas that so often threaten a vessel's 
safety. It is but a few yearB ago that tho 
practice of so using oil was almost entirely 
unknown At the suggestion of tho 
Maritime RegU'er several shipmasters ex- 
perimented with oil with the most grati- 
tifying ell'oct. Accounts of their experi- 
ments were widely publishod, inciting 
other shipmasters to make trials with the 
result th.it to-day the practice has become 
widely known, aud, it may he said, will 
hereafter he resorted to generally on ship 
board in cases of dangerous seas. It is to 
be remembered, however, that many Bhip 
masterB are yet unconvinced. It is neces 
dary, therefore, to keep this matter per- 
sistently before the maritime public until 
every vessel will carry oil to be used in 
breaking down heavy seas, and thus pre- 
vent that pounding from waves which is 
now bo frequent a source of disaster. 



THE MERCAM'lLtt MARINE. 

For some four or five yearB past there 
has been, all over the world, a decided 
depression of trade in tho mercantile ma- 
rine — umongal silling ships at any rate. 
The principal reasons for this aro that 
there are too many of them for tho de- 
mand of the present carrying trade; and 
uIbo, owing to tlin advantage that steam 
ors i ffer fur quicker transit, Railing ves- 
sels have difficulty in obtaining profitable 
charters. Instance could no made of a 
ship ooming all tho way from England in 
ballast merely to load with lumber on 
the Pacific coast for China. .Sailing 
freight of coal from Philadelphia to Bos 
ton, which not many years ago waB §4 
per ton, has now been reduced to 90 
cents; and vessels which a few years 
back refused COs. for wheat fiom San 
Francisco for Europe, have since been 
glad to accept far leas — in some cases tak 
ing as low as 29 G 1. At present, how- 
ever, the average ruling rate at the Bay 
city for this oirgo is 40j. The four masted 
ship Ocean King, after having refused a 
charter of 00s from San Francisco for 
Europe, laid idle in the bay u length of 
lime that would have permitted her to have 
made two voyages and return. The ship 
Highlander, hailing from Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, arrived in ballast at San Fran- 
cisco after having waited in vain for a 
itargo at Hongkong. Not being offered 
what her owners considered a reasonably 
profitable charter, she laid e.t her berth 
itiero for the modest period of three yeara, 
at the end of which time tho chargo tor 
wharfage had amounted to $20,000, — a 
larger Burn than tho vessel herself would 
fetch. Tno tirin to which ane belonged 
was rich, tho money was paid, and the 
Highlander once more sailed for Hong- 
k.ong i:i ballast. From there sbo went to 
.Manila, also in ballast, where flho was 
linally chartered for New York, to which 
port she is now on her way. The refusal 
to uccept cargoes except at certain figures 
shows a protest against tho decline from 
former prices, mid a vain struggle against 
H depression as great as it is general. 
Shipbuilding in tbo eastern maritime 
provinces of Canada has become a para 
lyzed industry, and tho most fortunate of 
•ailing-ahlp owners are juat about holding 
their own. Altogether the present out- 
look for merchant sailing vessels is not a 
cheerful one. 



The Sensing Schooner Seizures. 

To tub Editor: — I have road your edi- 
torials on this subject with much interest, 
but you do not state at what point, in tho 
Alaskan waters, the seizures wore made. 
Tho Times gave the long, and lat. in 
blank, and this vaguo information was 
not augmented by any other ovidenco 
showing where the seizures woro mado; 
but I presume it was in Kamschatka 
Boa. Wo should not take an untenable 
position. There is a way to aattlo the 
difficulty much mora favorably to Viotoria 
than to permit an unlimited slaughter of 
tho souls. Every fair thinking American 
will agroo with your position that Russia 
never ownod any part of tho "high sons," j 
hence could not convey tho name, but tho | 
primary question seems to bo, wan the | 
soizuro made upon tho high seas? If the 
seizure wus made between tho Aleutian I 
isles and Bearing strait then tho acho. n- j 
el's will ho obliged to rely upon a defonco 
more tenable than tho '"high soas privi- 
lege," for according to precedent rvam- 
achatka sea would bo deemed territorial 
waters. I refer to tho principle of inter- 
national law, which waa declared bo early 
as the publication of Bynkershook's "Do 
Dominio Maris." that where one nation 
owns all the laud sheltering or nearly sur- 
rounding any body of water, they of right 
own the water bo sheltered. The Mediter- 
ranean sea was the absolute property of tho 
Romans while they ownod both shores 
thereof; aud so the Black sea waa held by 
tho Turks at the time theiy occupied its 3ur- 
ronnding uliores; the Dutch republic grant- 
ed to England the British seas along with 
naval honors, and the British orowu has 
always, claimed the "King's Chambers," 
though a point midway between two prom- 
ontories be 20 miles from land. Charles ft 
granted to l'rince Rupert (Hudson's Day 
Co.,) the sole privilege of trading into 
Hudson's bay, and Canada claims the 
Straits of Fnca and Qulf of Georgia as far 
south as the boundary line, although ex- 
tending much further than thr.-o 
miles from shore, all o< whioh 
illustrates that the three miles limit 
applies only to shores adjacent t.. open 
seas. Tho extent of inland seas depends 
relatively upon the lands surrounding 
Tho Gulf of Georgia would be high seas 
if Vancouver island was no larjjor than 
Junes' island. So with Alaskan waters 
— the Russians acquired title to tho sur- 
rounding lands by occupancy in 1741, and 
also tho waters thereof. Bshring strait 
to tho north of this sea is only forty 
miles tfide, whilo the Isles of tho Aleu- 
tian archipelago forming its southern 
boundary, are linked so closely that an- 
thropologists have called them "stopping 
atones" by which tho aborigines came; so 
uniformly close are they that work was 
commenced to establish telegraphic com- 
munication with Europe by carrying tho 
wives from island to island, and roc'i to 
rock, and waa not abandoned until thu 
Atlantic oable was successfully operated. 
These isles form a breakwater and turn 
tho Japan current, a most conclusive argu- 
ment that they shelter tho Kamschatkasea. 
Moreover, there is no passage to thai sea 
wider than tho mouth of Hudson strait. 
Tho principle of title by prescription will 
also arise, and the doctrini of equitable 
estoppel will cut some figure, since wo 
have seen the United States pay £7,200, 
000 for tho territory, without making pro- 
tat. It seems manifest, therefore, that 
Uncle Sam has a gojd title to all the 
waters granted between Behring Strait 
aud a line drawn parallel to and three 
miles south of the Aleutian Isles, and if 
tho treaty purported to convey ni"ro it was 
s mply surplusage and void ns regards tho 
rect.

Americans in support of their claim to 
thepiivilege of fishing in our eastern 
watora. An unrestrained leave to hunt 
Seals would be unwise; and it would bo 
fair that the U. S. should have some 
revenue from ao great an investment. It 
would probably be satisfactory to both 
nations to issue a license, under certain 
regulations, indiscriminately to Canadian 
aii'l American vessels up.>n payment of 
tho same sum per seal taken now charged 
the Alaska Co. which company should be 
abolished. Then the Queen Charlotte is- 
lands and Alaska would he settlud, and, 
following this, would be the building of 
the railway suggested by "J. H S " when 
Victoria would receive from that source 
^1,000,000 of trade annually,

Russian guid doubtltsa influenced the 
Bulgarian premier to betray Alexander ; 
but if tho latest dispatches uro correct the 
traitor's punishment will not bo long de- 
layed. Alexander was caught napping 
Before ho was well aware of the intention 
of his treacherous firat minister he had 
boon bunted on board a yacht and was on 
his way out i f the country. Tho deposed 
prince, who ia a brave soldier, is a brother 
uf tho husband of Princess Beatrioe and 
only last year w hipped tho Servians and 
wrut.g from the Purto important conces- 
nions. Germany and Austria will scarcely 
permit Russia to map any impor- 
tant territorial advantages through 
i ho uproar in Bulgaria, ainco 
Russian intrigue is directed against Alex- 
ander because ho is a German, tho ob- 
ject being to place a Slav on tho throne 
and thus deceive an ally when tho time 
shall havo arrived for a general advance 
on Turkey. Emperor William ia a very 
old man and will make many sacrifices in 
tho intereate of peace ; but he can scarcely 
bo expected to Bit idle whilo the treaty of 
Berlin is being turn to piece" and tho in- 
tegrity <>f the Turkish empire is imper- 
illed. No love is lost botwoen Russia 
mid Germany. Neither darts disband its 
groat armies, for fear tho best equipped 
army would Bpriug fit tho othor'a throat. 
Russia 1 ! appetite for real oBtate ia inor- 
dinate; but ttiat is no roason why bIio 
should bo suffered to gobble up another 
Turkish principality without exciting tho 
above hostility by ii-t powerful and war- 
like neighbours. The Russian movement 
iu Bulgaria will not uruvu successful.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 2u . — aostoti, Parnelllte, 
gave notico in tho commons thia evening 
of his intention to more the following 
amendment to tho address in reply to tho 
Queen's speech: "Wo humbly represent 
to your insjesty that circumstances ao- 
countablo for tho recent riots in Belfast 
dictate tho necessity for npecial moaBuros 
to maintain order there, trio most urgent 
of these measures being the reestablish - 
ment of your Majesty's authority in n 
distriot wherefrora tho pnlica have boon 
expelled by an increase of local constabu- 
lary tu such ctrength ua will enable it to 
deal with any probable contingency." 

Sir Michael Hicks- Peach, in replying 
to Russell, who yesterday gave notice of 
his intention to move to-day the adjourn- 
ment of tho house of oiiiiinioiis for the 
purpose of ascertaining if tho object of 
the government in sending Gen. Sir Red - 
vorsBullerto Ireland was to establish mar- 
tial law, declared that tho general 
was not sent to Ireland to establish mar- 
tial law, nor to atraiu tho ordinary law, 
but merely to aaaiflt tho civil authorities 
in the work of preserving social order, and 
in detecting and punishing crime. This 
reply was not deemed satisfactory by ti.j 
opposition, and Russell moved an ad- 
1 luriiinont. The whole opposition, con- 
listing of tho G adstono and Psrnollite 
members, arose in support of the motion, 
aud Russell proceeded to contend that the 
policy of the government, waa to degrado 
Ireland to tho lovol of a Bavago aud bar- 
barous country. Ho made a vigorous 
speech in which he said that Buller was 
only kilnwn as a military man, and it had 
boon predicted that he (Bailor) would 
treat nionnlightora as rebels. 

Lord Randolph Churchill replied at 
length, corroborating Hicks Reach's state- 
ment, and defending the government pel 
icy. Ho was opposed to an adjournment, 
and in conclusion said "the motion will 
net have a practical issue; the govern- 
ment refuses to discuss the merits of 
General Bullor'a appointment, and will 
havo nothing moro to do with tho discus- 
sion, (cheers ) 

Chamberlain resuming tho debate on 
the address, in reply to tho Queen's 
speech, said that his only objection to the 
first part of Pariiell's amendment was 
that it was a needless address, unless the 
tlouao was prepared to act upon 
it. In regard to the second 
part it implied a censure of gov- 
ernment, and ho would do nothing to 
expel tho present government whilo that 
which would roplaoo it was committed to a 
p.-dioy of separation. Hu was cautioned 
several times to keep within the amend- 
ment, and finally tho speaker interfered. 
Chamberlain appealed for the same in- 
dulgence as waa granted to other mem- 
bers. [Cries of "No "] There wore two 
aides to tho rout question— willingness 
and ability. They wanted to know 
whother tenitits would bo permitted to 
pay if they were willing and also whether 
the Paruellites supported Mr. Pariiell's 
attitude when he aiid at Chicago that it 
waa their duty to make English govern- 
ment in Ireland impossible. [Obeert] 
If the Parnellites repudiated thu soeectl 
they must also repudiate American dona- 
tions. 

Mr. Riiraell followed, and complained 
that Chamberlain's speech had been replete 
with language insulting to hia former col- 
leagues and friends. Lord Randolph 
Churchill asked for a promise that tho de- 
bate should terminated to-morrow, other- 
wise, he said, he would oppose an adjourn- 
ment. Sir William Vernon Hareourt and 
Mr. Sexton agreed to the suggestion, aud 
the debate was accordingly adjourned. 

Sir J. E. (Joist, undersecretary for India, 
stated that tho ioss of life caused by the 
breaking of tho Irriwaddy river embank- 
ment, iu Mandalay, Barmab, was only 2- r >. 
No Europeans had been drowned. 

The Uritish foreign office has been in- 
fcrmed that Prince Alexander is both aafe 
and free, and that he is ou his way to his 
home iu Darmstadt. Dispatohs state that 
aftiu being conveyed oat of Bulgaria the 
Prince was set free at Rani. It is be- 
lieved here thit if Princo Alexander 
leariiH of a counter revolution In his favor 
ho will at onoe return to Sofia. His 
presence there will, it ia balieved, quell 
ull disorders and restore poace to the 
oountry . 

The Morning I'ost Iuih dispatches from 
Stamboul saying thut tho greatest excite- 
ment prevails these owing to RtisHla'a in- 
tention to occupy Bulgaria an n military 
depot. Orders have been given to recruit 
30,000 men iu Syria. The Standard's Ber- 
lin correspondent siiyn: Emperor William, 
on hearing of tho seizure and kidnapping 
of Prince Alexander, wroto a sharp letter 
to the t'zur expressing his amazement and 
Indignation. When the king of Servia 
heard of events at Sofia he said, "It is tho 
greatasl piece of infamy ever perpetrated in 
Europe. If I knew where Alexander was 
I would saoraflce nil I possess to afford him 
assistance," The report of tho arrival of 
Alexander at Darmstadt is not confirmed. 

Lord Salisbury will to-day conduct the 
sxperimeut of cutting u field of oatH with 
electric machinery. 

Tho News Una morning cays: "Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech is thb most power- 
ful contribution in dofonso of tho govern- 
ment since tho mooting of tho house. 
There is clearly no prospoct of his return 
to tho liberal party. Ho will reaist any 
measure, however juat, likely to bring 
Mr. Gladstone back to power. This com- 
bination of personal auinviaity and per- 
version of party spirit oould scarcely go 
further." 

It is reported thai Lord Randolph 
Churchill Intends to protruot tho Satur- 
day sitting of tho house of commons until 
all tho amendments to hia address have 
boon disposed of, 

SCOTLAND. 
GLASGOW, Aug. 20 — Tho present con- 
dition of tho shipping trade ia tho worst 
on record. Thirty four Btoutnors and 
311 sailing veaaolH aro rotting at thoir 
docks, having boon idlo Homo two years. 
This statu of affairs ia attributed to tho 
low freights and thu general depression 
in business 



HOLLAND. 
The Haouk, Aug. 20— Tho Dutch 
chambers have passed a bill increasing the 
duty on foreign raw sugars and raisins, 
with an allowance on colonial wasto 
sugars. 

WALLACHIA. 
Bt'oH auest, Aug 26 — Prinuo Alexan- 
der crossed tho Austro-Ruasian frontier 
at Wolotchiaka to day. Tho yaoht which 
conveyed him to Reni has returned to 
Rahoria In charge of tho mate, tho cap- 
tain having decamped at Roni. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Aug. '20. — Five hundred pol- 
icemen and troops havo left Birr to assist 
at evictions on the estates of the Marquis 
Clanricaid in Galway. The Birr biancii 
of tho national league has give notioe to 
tradesmen not to supply tho evicting par- 
ty with provisions or meana of convey- 
ance.

UNITED STATES. 

Another Exposure or Splrliiuil* 



San Fbancibco, Cal. , Aug. 2*5. — Mrs. 
Elsie Reynold's spirilualistio frauds were 
again exposed last night. She had mado 
preparation for an elaborate seance, and 
tho spirit was unfortunate enough to re- 
spond to the request of a Mr. Julius Cul- 
landun who proved to bo a detective offi- 
cer. When ho approached the spirit it 
embraced him, and he quickly responded 
by throwing his arms around it, and to 
Ins astonishment he clasped human tleah 
and blood. The ghost shrieked and 
struggled, but tho detective who knew 
when he had a good thing held on with 
unyielding i/raso. and called for iighto. 
The audience loo confused to respond 
rose in consternation aud dispersed, while 
the last seen of tho ghost was his being 
handed into a hack en route for tho police 
atatiou, where he gave his uameus Bailey. 

YESTERDAY'S^DISPATCHES. 

The BulKurluu Trouble. 

Sofia, Aug. 20 — A single regiment of 
troops, with tho assistance of a number of 
military cadets, accomplished tho work of 
deposing Alexander. Before proceeding 
sgainat the Princo the revolutionists ar- 
rested tho commander of Alexander's reg- 
iment, which was at Slivnitna. The pro- 
visional government neeing that the popu- 
lace a'e violently loyal to tho deposed 
Prince, resigned office and liberated the 
commander, who at once brought his 
regiment from Slivnitza and disarmed tho 
regiment which had assisted in the 
Prince's arrest, and the political loadera 
who managed tho coup d'etat. The pow- 
ers have recognized the government 
formed by Karaveh ff as Premier. The 
provisional government has assured thu 
Porie that the movement in favor of Alex- 
ander is not inimical to Turkey, and has 
aeked the Pone to reopvn the railway be- 
tween Constantinople and Philippopoiis. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 20 — Ferguson, Under 
Foreign Secretary, stated in tho Com- 
mons this afternoon that tho loyal troops 
had entered Sofia on Tuesday, with the 
coiiBont of tho powers. The oiaot. where- 
abouts of Alexander, tho secretary said, 
was unknown to the British government, 
but telegrams had been forwardud to him 
inviting him to return and resume hia 
rule in Bulgaria. 

The Queen telegraphed to Bucharest 
yesterday for news relating to Prince 
Alexander nf Bulgaria. 

Plince Bismarck's usual courtesy in 
visiting Degiora ia much commented up- 
on. It is the general opinion that Russia 
will not allow Prince Alexander to ro- 
ascend the throne. 

By way of Vienna it ia learned that the 
Czsr has permitted Prince Alexiiider to 
proceed to Germany by way of Gdossu. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St. Johns, N. F., Aug. 26. — A dis- 
patch from St Pierre announces tho total 
iocs of the Fienoll ship Letotel. She 
was commanded by Captain Shee- 
reil and was manned by a crow 
of twenty ono fishermen. She was ro- 
turning fish laden with others of the 
lirand Bmk Qdet when, during the prev- 
alence of a douse fog and a very boister- 
ous aea, she struck yesterday morning off 
the reefs of Kalanize and Laraaitie, and 
waa scattered iu pieces and immediately 
sunk. Twelve of thu crow were drowned; 
while nine, with the captain, were washed 
through the boiling surf and woro landed 
among shingle and bob wood ofl the shore 
in an apparently lifeless condition. A 
fishing vessel nt Port tie Grave wiib also 
lost. Cq.tain Butler, his son and all 
hands perished. 



Wellington's Comical Dul-l. — 
Speaking of General Boulanger's recent 
duel, the London News says: After all, 
it its perhaps not much more comical 
than tho duel between tho Duke of 
Wellington and Lord Winchilisea in 
1 82 l J. In the course of a debato on 
Catholic emancipation, Lord Wincbil- 
f;»»i» deaciibed the Duke, then Prime 
Minister, as having come forward in a 
novel character as the defender of 
morality and religion. A challenge fol- 
lowed, which the Duke, of all men, 
might ha e abstained from giving; uml 
the Duke, an he afterwards told tho 
Htory, determined not. to kill liisantago- 
niflt, lest he should be detained in pri- 
son pending bin trial, but to hit him in 
the legs. Lord Winchilsea's neeouds 
placed him ho near a ditch that tho 
Duke with difficulty restrained himself 
from calling out. "If you put him 
there he will fall in." Tho Duke- failed 
to liii Lord Winchilsea's Ieg«, and miss- 
ed him altogether. Thereupon Lord 
Winchilsea lired into tho air and read 
a written apology. Thu Duke went 
down to Windsor, and the following 
remarks were interchanged between 
the King of England and tho first Min- 
ister of tho Grown: Tho Duke — I havo 
to inform your Majesty that I fought 
a duel this morning 1 . The King— I'm 
devilish glad to hear it Arthur. Such 
was tho dignified and appropriate lan- 
guage of the first gentlemen in Europe.

There 
will be auric in trouble some day if their 
wickedness ia not stopped. After making 
a bargain they break it time tmu time 
again, always raising the price: that is tho 
way they treated i.s, and treated miners 
before we got there. The second chief of 
tho Chilcats ia as bad ».s tho old chief. 
Wo have shown him every kindness and 
yet wo cannot get along. Their object is 
evident, Brat, lo monopolize the packing 
business and then to extract lota of money 
under various pretencoa, Tim second 
chief, after agreeing wo a'loulJ pay £lu 
for every one hundred pounds, now claims 
&15 for himself for carrying only titty 
pounds, and 510 for brinmna im here 
from tho Chilcat village, $5 75 for cross- 
ing ua live timet) over tho Diyay river, 
and brike the bargain we ha d made with 
an old man who had agreed to cross us 
all for 81.25 — present of ^1 from each of 
us for hla services. That is what puis ua 
iu a quandary, by rendering us short oi 
money. I am, therefore, compelled to 
renort again to your benevolence, and 1 
authorize you to make any iiio you desire 
of thia noto. The chief's intimidations
